NEW YORK. Feb. 27—Put a 
G. I. in a civilian suit, shake 
him well, and what have you 
got? John C. Fitzgerald doesn’t 
know for sure, but he say* it 
ain’t no bartender. 
Fitzgerald has been running 
his Bartenders School Inc., on 
49th St. just off Broadway, for 
13 years now. He has graduated 
5,500 
students, 
including 
the 
head bartender at Toots Shor’s, 
so he speaks with the authority 
of super-maestro. 
“The trouble, is, they get it for 
nothing,” 
Fitzgerald said. 
“I 
mean this G. I. bill of rights— 
the government chips in and 
helps them pay. So they get it 
for nothing, and they don’t pay 
much attention. They expect me 
to do all the w-ork.” 
Fitzgerald, 
sometimes 
called 
“professor,” gives a three-weeks 
course for $50. Each pupil at­ 
tends one hour a day, five days a 
week. 
“We don’t repeat anything,” 
he said. "I lay it on the line, I 
show them how it’* done, and it’s 
up to them to learn it.” 
The school features 60 differ­ 
ent mixed drinks, with such 
stand-bys as martinis, old-fash- 
loneds, and manhattans high on 
the list. 
“A lawyer is no better than 


his 
library,” 
Fitzgerald 
said, 
“and a bartender’* no better 
than hi* memory.” 
Fitzgerald aaya most of the 
ex-G. I.’s dont have enough "get 
up and go.” 
“Some of them walk into a 
place, after graduating, saying 
they have no past experience and 
then expect to get a job,” he 
•aid. “You’ll never get a job like 
that. I teach them how to mix 
the drinks, see, and then I ex­ 
pect them to have push enough 
to go out and say, ’Sure, I’ve 
had experience all over the coun­ 
try.’ And, if they’ve listened to 
what I’ve told them, they'll do 
good without any trouble.” 
Fitzgerald taught some wom­ 
en his bartending secrets during 
the war. but hee opposed to the 
idea of female bartender*. 
“Some folks might commer­ 
cialize on their looks,” he said, 
“and we can’t afford to five 
those prohibition fellows any 
good bets.’ 
And what did he do during 
prohibition ? 
“Me?” asked Fitzgerald. “Oh, 
I was a bootlegger, and a darn­ 
ed good one. After all, It was 
my trade. I didn’t know any­ 
thing else.”

AT the present time, there ii 
no known drug which will perma­ 
nently get rid of an excessive 
growth of hair. The only method 
available for permanent removal 
of hair seems to be the destruction 
of the hair root or follicle. 
Certain preparations known aa 
depilatories which are put on to 
get rid of the hair, merely remove 
the hair shaft and do not penetrate 
deeply enough to destroy the hair 
root Thus, they give only tempo­ 
rary relief. 
However, they are 
simply used and often may be 
satisfactory for the time being. 
Skin Irritant 
On the other hand, some of the 
preparations may prove very ir­ 
ritating to the skin. According to 
Dr. Meyer Louis Nledelman of 
Philadelphia, this irritation may 
serve to stimulate the growth of 
hair, and the hair not only becomes 
coarser, but may also become 
more resistant to treatment in 
other ways. Sometimes the hair is 
removed merely by pulling it out, 
but this is only a temporary mea­ 
sure also, as the hair rapidly 
grows in again. 
Best Way 
According to Dr. Niedleman, 
the best method of getting rid of 
superfluous hair is by #eleetroco- 
agulation, if done by a skilled op­ 
erator. This is a form of electrical 
treatment which generates heat in 
the tissues. 
However, electrolysis, that is 
the use of the electric needle, may 
also be satisfactory. Recurrence 
of the hair is less common after 
electrolysis than after eiectroco- 
agulation in the opinion of Dr, 
Niedelman. Thia ia probably due 
to the fact that when the electric 
needle is used it is allowed to re­ 
main in contact with the hair root 


for from 30 seconds to a minute, 
which affords a greater chance for 
destroying the hair than when 
electrocoagulation ii employed, 
since in the latter procedure, th# 
contact with the electric needle is 
only for an instant 
However, with electrocoagula- 
tion the period of treatment is 
much shorter, and many more 
hairs can be removed st one sit­ 
ting. 
Scarring and Pitting 
Scarring and pitting may occur 
more commonly with electrocoagu- 
lation because the current em­ 
ployed is much stronger. In order 
to avoid infections after the treat­ 
m ent it is suggested that an 
antiseptic lotion or ointment b# 
applied after the treatment la 
completed. Too many hairs should 
not be removed at one sitting, nor 
should hairs be removed which ars 
too close together. 
About fifty hairs may be re­ 
moved at one sitting and treat­ 
ments should be given no oftener 
than once a week. About a 15- 
minute treatment ia as much aa 
most patients can stand at one 
time. 
Persons suffering from a 
growth of superfluous hair may 
have it satisfactorily removed by 
electrolysis or by electrocoagula­ 
tion in most instances.
